SELF-DETERMINATION IN SCHLESWIG. 

Under the Versailles treaty the disposition of con- 
siderable German territory was made dependent on 
the result of several plebiscites—one in East Prus- 
sia, one in Silesia, two in Schleswig and one in the 
Saar Basin, after the lapse of 15 years. 

The first of these plebiscites, held this week, has 
passed off so successfully and has been attended by 
such decisive results as to vindicate the judgment of 
the peace conference in the recognition thus given 
to the principle of self-determination. The area 
where the voting took place is in Schleswig, north of 
an indicated line running from Baltic waters to the 
North Sea and passing near to Flensburg. By 75,023 
ayes and 25.087 noes it declared for restoration to 
Denmark. Those entitled to vote were persons of both 
sexes born in the territory and above 20 years of | 
age and other persons resident there since 1900. The

But after the last derrick 
has been leveled and the fables and facts of oil fade 
into reminiscence, the fields of grain and flocks and 
herds will remain.

Bloor marked it as damaged 
ware and sold it at auction, but it 
ruined his business. Finally about 
1848 the works were discontinued, 
the models were sold, and the work- 
men went into Staffordshire or Wor- 
cester. 

Each manufacturer china 
clings fondly to certain patterns. 
With Derby it was French Sprig of 
Chantilly, sometimes spoken of as 
the 129 sprig, a forget-me-not or a 
small blue cornflower upon white. 
You will find this on fluted cups.

deep blue border with simple fes- 
toons in pink and with gold leaves. 
Later the Japanese patterns were 
used and were often richly gilded. 

. A lover of china cannot become 
reconciled to the loss of the secrets 
concerning the making of such 
beautiful things as this wonderful 
biscuit ware. Attempts carried on 
for years have failed to discover the 
lost secrets, but they have led to 
other important discoveries, for ex- 
ample, Copeland's discovery of 
Parian ware. 

The term biscuit describes the 
first stage of china after being fired. 
It is white and porous, resembling 
ordinary clay pipe and is ready at 
this stage for decoration.
